91  COUNTESS  OF  ROTHES.  Mary,  daughter  of  Gresham  Lloyd, 
Esq.  and  Mary  Holt,  his  wife,  afterwards  Countess  of 
Haddington  ;  married  in  17G3,  as  his  second  wife,  John,  ninth 
Earl  of  Rothes,  Lord  Leslie  and  Ballcubreich,  who  died  in 
17f>5  ;  subsequently  married  (1770)  Bennet  Langton,  a  Creek 
scholar,  Professor  of  Ancient  History  at  the  Royal  Academy, 
one  of  the  original  members  of  the  Literary  Club,  and  a  great 
friend  of  Dr.  Johnson  and  of  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds;  died  in 
1785.  "  Why !  everybody  marries  a  Countess-Dowager  of 
Rothes  !  "  was  said  at  the  time,  because  there  were,  in  fact, 
three  ladies  of  that  nnme  married  to  second  husbands
